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he remarkable growth of Canadian studies during the past two 
decades has created a demand for basic reading guides to many 
branches of Canadian scholarship. Canadian studies programs have 
been established in numerous colleges and universities in Canada, and 
Canadian subjects are now taught in colleges, universities and institutes 
in some 25 countries. 

This Canadian Studies Resource Guide to Canadian multicultural- 
ism is one of seven designed for readers first coming to a new area of 
study. Each is written by a distinguished specialist in the related field, 
and includes an introductory overview of the subject, a commentary 
on significant works, and suggestions for further reading. The series is 
complementary to three other directories published by the Canadian 
Studies Directorate of the Department of the Secretary of State on 
Canadian studies abroad, on Canadian, Quebec and regional studies in 
Canada, and on funding sources for Canadian studies. 

Dr. Jean Burnet, who prepared this Guide, is Professor Emeritus of 
Sociology at York University, and Chairman and Chief Exectitive 
Officer of the Multicultural History Society of Ontario. Professor of 
Sociology until 1985, when she was honoured by York University

The word “‘multiculturalism’’ emerged in Canada during the 1960s to 
counter the word ‘“‘biculturalism’’ as used in the terms of reference of 
the Royal Commission on Bilingualism and Biculturalism, and quickly 
acquired currency. In October 1971, the federal government pro- 
claimed a policy of multiculturalism within a bilingual (English and 
French) framework, and at about the same time several provinces also 
proclaimed policies of multiculturalism. The word came to have three 
meanings: the social policy of encouraging retention of group heritages 
and full participation in Canadian society, the philosophy or ideology 
Canada : of cultural pluralism, and a society characterized by ethnic diversity. 


Canadian society has always been ethnically, culturally and linguis- 
tically diverse, but in the twentieth century the diversity has increased 
greatly. Clifford Sifton, Minister of the Interior from 1896 to 1905, 
inaugurated a vigorous immigration campaign, as a result of which 
three million people entered the country between the beginning of the 


century and World War I. Of the three million, approximately one and 


a quarter million came from the British Isles, a million from the United 
States, and the remainder from continental Europe, and East and South 
Asia. Germans, Dutch, Scandinavians, Ukrainians, Poles, Hungarians, 
Russians, Italians, Jews, Chinese, Japanese and South Asians arrived. 
They poured into the prairie west, the construction, mining and lum- 
bering camps of the north and west coasts, and the cities of Ontario 
and Quebec. After World War I, another wave of immigration began 
which lasted until the Depression of the 1930s bringing in another mil- 
lion and a quarter immigrants; after World War II a third wave came, 
largely from traditional sources until 1967, but since then from vir- 
tually every part of the globe. As a result, the proportion of the popula- 
tion not of British, French or First Nations (native people) origin has 
risen from eight percent in 1871 and ten percent in 1901 to approxi- 
mately twenty-five percent in 1971. Comparable figures cannot be 
calculated for 1981 since in the census of that year it was acknowl- 
edged for the first time that some individuals were of multiple origins. 
The degree of ethnic diversity and the particular groups composing 
the population vary from region to region. The oldest parts of the 
country, the four Atlantic provinces, have the lowest proportion of 
people of origins other than British, French, Indian and Inuit. Quebec, 
where the numerical majority and the politically and socially dominant 
group is French Canadian, has substantial British, Jewish and Italian 
groups and others — such as Haitian — emerging as a result of recent 


immigration. Ontario, once largely British, French Canadian and 


German, has received about half of the post-World War II immigration, 
as a result, a third of its population is of other ethnic origins and a 
substantial portion of foreign birth. The three prairie provinces — 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta — were settled during the mas- 
sive wave of immigration before World War I, and have the greatest 
proportion of the population belonging to other ethnic origin catego- 
ries. However, only Alberta has drawn many immigrants since World 
War II and recently it has been losing them because of depressed con- 
ditions. British Columbia has a substantial Scandinavian population 
and, because of its location on the Pacific rim, more people of Asian 
origin than any other region, although Ontario is beginning to rival it. 

Though Canada has long prided itself on being a mosaic of different 
cultures and ethnic groups rather than a melting pot like the United 
States, the assumption of the dominant British group until recently was 
that immigrants admitted to the country or their descendants would 
and should assimilate to the British group. Ease of admission was 
related to presumed ability to assimilate: northern Europeans were 
welcomed; eastern, central, and southern Europeans were let in grudg- 
ingly; and Asians and Blacks were harshly restricted or excluded. 

In the 1960s, with heightened concern about human rights and the 
emergence of ethnicity as a dominant theme in many parts of the 
world, the awakening of ethnic consciousness among the First Nations 
and the tumultuous nationalism of Quebec, the other ethnic groups 


showed new assertiveness. Aware of their numerical strength, which 


they exaggerated somewhat, their spokespersons attempted to create 

a “Third Force”’ capable of playing a mediating role between English 
and French Canadians. Their first victory was persuading the Royal 
Commission on Bilingualism and Biculturalism to devote a volume of 
its report to the other ethnic groups. Their second victory was the pro- 
clamation of the policy of multiculturalism within a bilingual frame- 
work as a response to that volume. The differences among the groups 
in numbers, background, time of arrival, location and treatment by 
Canadians, however, made any long-term united action difficult or 
impossible. 

A further result of the multicultural movement of the 1960s was the 
removal of formal discrimination on a basis of race or ethnicity from 
immigration regulations. Although informal discrimination remained 
— in the location of immigration officers, for example — the change 
in regulations led to a vast increase in non-white immigrants from the 
West Indies and Asia. The policy of multiculturalism and the popular 
pride in ethnic diversity as a characteristic of Canadian society did 
not prevent racist outbursts. Nonetheless, the existence of provincial 
human rights codes and the Charter of Rights and Freedoms, as well as 
the articulateness of the immigrants, have had some effect, and the pas- 
sage of members of the ‘‘visible minorities’ out of “entrance status” 
appears to be more rapid now than in the past. 

Multiculturalism as a policy has had acclaim in Canada and abroad, 


but it has also had many critics. Spokespersons for the other ethnic 


groups have called it underfunded and misdirected; others have 
declared it divisive, patronizing or both, or labelled it a cynical political 
ploy. But as a description of Canadian society and as public policy, 
multiculturalism has had an increasingly favourable reception. 

Clause 27 in the Canadian Constitution of 1982 stated that the 
Canadian Charter of Rights and Freedoms shall be interpreted in a 
manner consistent with the preservation and enhancement of the 
multicultural heritage of Canadians. In 1985, a Standing Committee on 
Muiticulturalism of the House of Commons was established. In 1988, 
the world’s first national multiculturalism act was passed, and a depart- 
ment of multiculturalism and citizenship was announced. Such 
measures, and others dealing with race relations, heritage languages 
and the redress of wrongs done to Japanese Canadians during World 


War Two, are a mark of the acceptance multiculturalism has achieved. 


ince the proclamation of multiculturalism in 1971, there has been 

an explosion of publication in ethnic studies. The works mentioned 
here are simply a sample. An adequate selection would include a great 
many books in more than 60 languages. Multiculturalism is usually 
taken to have special reference to the “‘other ethnic groups”’ in Canada: 
those who do not belong to the First Nations and'are not of French or 
British Isles origin. Increasingly it is being recognized that to confine 
programs under the policy of multiculturalism to particular origin cate- 
gories is patronizing to those in the categories. Nonetheless, for con- 
venience this resource guide is limited to works concerning the First 


Nations and the other ethnic groups. 


GENERAL 


A single volume devoted to Canadian immigration and ethnic history 
and to multiculturalism is “Coming Canadians’’: An Introduction to 
a History of Canada’s Peoples (1988), by Jean Burnet with Howard 
Palmer. The volume in response to which the federal policy of multi- 
culturalism was formulated, Report, Book 4: Cultural Contribution 
of the Other Ethnic Groups (1970) of the Royal Commission on Bilin- 


gualism and Biculturalism, is now almost 20 years old. A useful reader 


with an historical orientation is Immigration and the Rise of Multicul- 
turalism (1975), edited and introduced by Howard Palmer. The text- 
book by Alan B. Anderson and James S. Frideres, Ethnicity in Canada: 
Theoretical Perspectives (1981), and a number of readers are socio- 
logical in their approach; two such readers are Two Nations, Many 
Cultures: Ethnic Groups in Canada (1983), edited by Jean Leonard 
Elliott, and Ethnic Canada: Identities and inequalities (1987), edited 
by Leo Driedger. Also sociological are the influential The Vertical 
Mosaic: An Analysis of Class and Power in Canada (1965) by John 
Porter, which held that the ethnic differences were a primary determi- 
nant of class in Canada and should be ignored, and Cultural Bounda- 
ries and the Cohesion of Canada (1980), by R. Breton, J.G. Reitz and 
V. Valentine, a treatment of native peoples, the French and English 
linguistic communities, and immigrants and their descendants in 
relation to the cohesion of Canadian society. There are a number of 
readers devoted to visible minorities, including Victor Ujimoto and 
Gordon Hirabayashi, eds., Visible Minorities and Multiculturalism: 
Asians in Canada (1980), and a slim systematic work, Racism: 
Nonwhites in Canada (1982), by Subhas Ramcharan. The latter uses a 
questionably broad definition of non-whites, in that it places Arabs in 


that category. 


THE FIRST NATIONS 


It is impossible to do justice to the First Nations in a brief survey. For 
centuries they were isolated by geography (on reservations, or in the 
north), poverty and discrimination, subjected to special treatment by 
government, and studied by a special discipline, anthropology. 
Recently, as they have participated increasingly in Canadian society 
and called into question the bases of participation, works by and about 
them have proliferated. Two books by Indians examining their situa- 
tion are The Unjust Society: The Tragedy of Canada’s Indians (1969) 
by Harold Cardinal, and Ruffled Feathers: Indians in Canadian 
Society (1971) by William Wuttunee. Books about them include Out of 
Irrelevance: A Socio-political Introduction to Indian Affairs in 
Canada (1980) edited by J. Rick Ponting and Roger Gibbins, and 
Arduous Journey: Canadian Indians and Decolonization (1986) 
edited by J. Rick Ponting. The Report of the Special Parliamentary 
Committee on Indian Self-Government (1983), the Penner Report, is a 
clearly written and humane document. Concerning Métis, the classic 
Giraud’s Le Métis canadien: son role dans l'histoire des provinces de 
l’ouest (1945) needs to be mentioned; recent works include The Other 
Natives: The Métis (1978), edited by Antoine Lussier and D.B. Sealy; 

J. Sawchuk, The Metis of Manitoba: Reformulation of an Ethnic 
Identity (1978); and M. Campbell, Halfbreed (1973). On Inuit, a study 
by a distinguished public servant is The People of the Twilight (1928) 


by D. Jenness. More recent works include Eskimo Townsmen (1965) 
and Arctic Townsmen (1970), both by John V. and Irma Honingmann, 
Eskimo of the Canadian Arctic (1968) edited by Victor F. Valentine 

_ and Frank G. Vallee, and The People’s Lavid (1975) by Hugh Brody. 


IMMIGRATION 


On immigration policy the four volumes of the Green Paper on 
Immigration (1974), resulting from the Canadian Immigration and 
Population Study, provide a history of immigration policy and useful 
statistics, up to the Immigration Act of 1976. There have been few 
non-governmental studies, but David C. Corbett’s Canadian Immigra- 
tion Policy: A Critique (1957) and Freda Hawkins’ Canada and Immi- 
gration: Public Policy, Public Concern (1972) deserve attention. Two 
important works deal with a particular aspect of immigration, refugee 
policy. None is Too Many: Canada and the Jews of Europe 1933-1945 
(1982) by Irving Abella and Harold Troper describes in harrowing 
detail the failure of the Canadian government to admit Jewish refugees 
from Nazism. Canada’s Refugee Policy: Indifference or Opportunism? 
(1977) by Gerald E. Dirks is a sober assessment that gives little indica- 
tion how the Canadian population came to merit the Nansen medal of 


the United Nations in 1986. 


ATTITUDES TOWARD IMMIGRANTS, ETHNIC 
GROUPS AND MULTICULTURALISM 


The attitudes of those of British origin toward others during the first 
major wave of immigration may be gauged by Woodsworth’s 
Strangers within Our Gates or Coming Canadians (1909). 
Woodsworth was a compassionate and well-informed man, as was 
Robert England, author of The Central European Immigrant in 
Canada (1929), who worked during the 1920s as an immigration 
agent for the Canadian Pacific Railway. Modern examinations of atti- 
tudes by the techniques of the historian include Donald Avery’s 
“Dangerous Foreigners’: European Immigrant Workers and Labour 
Radicalism in Canada 1896-1932 (1979), W. Peter Ward’s White 
Canada Forever: Popular Attitudes and Public Policy towards 
Orientals in British Columbia (1978) and Palmer’s Patterns of Pre- 
judice: A History of Nativism in Alberta (1982). A social psychological 
survey by J.W. Berry, R. Kalin and D.M. Taylor, Multiculturalism and 
Ethnic Attitudes in Canada (1977), reports on attitudes in the early 
1970s. 


STUDIES OF ETHNIC GROUPS 


A series of histories of Canadian ethnic groups, the Generations 


series, is being published by the Multiculturalism Program of the 


Department of the Secretary of State and McClelland and Stewart. 

Of the 15 that have appeared, The Enemy That Never Was: A History 
of Japanese Canadians (1976) by Ken Adachi, Continuous Journey: 
A Social History of South Asians in Canada (1985) by Norman 
Buchignani, Doreen M. Indra and Ram Srivastava, Struggle and Hope: 
The Hungarian-Canadian Experience (1982) by N.F. Dreisziger and 
For a Better Life: A History of the Croatians in Canada (1982) by 
Anthony W. Rasporich are of excellent quality and indicate the range 
of groups covered and approaches taken. 

The volumes in the Generations series attempt to be national in 
scope: they vary in quality, partly because the cognitive maps of ethnic 
groups have not coincided with Canada’s boundaries. Among the 
excellent local studies of ethnic groups is Jeremy Boissevain’s brief 
study of Italians in Montréal, The Italians of Montréal: Social Adjust- 
ment in a Plural Society (1970). Stephen A. Speisman’s The Jews of 
Toronto: A History to 1937 (1979) and Gathering Place: Peoples and 
Neighbourhoods of Toronto, 1834-1945 (1985) edited by Robert F. 
Harney document the history of immigrant and ethnic communities in 
Toronto while it was still overwhelmingly British. John A. Hostetler 
has produced an excellent study of the Hutterites in western Canada 


and the United States, Hutterite Society (1974). 


LITERARY WORKS 


Novels, short stories, biographies, autobiographies and poems contain 
many insights into the immigrant and ethnic experience in Canada. A 
few novels in English and French warrant mention. The early novel, 
The Foreigner; A Tale of Saskatchewan, by the popular author Ralph 
Connor, appeared in the same year as Strangers within Our Gates 
(1909). The Writing on the Wall (1921) by Hilda Glynn-Ward, was a 
virulent anti-Asian tract published in British Columbia. Gabrielle Roy, 
out of her experiences as the daughter of a public servant concerned 
with immigrant settlement and as a school teacher in the West in the 
1930s, wrote sympathetically about some of the ethnic groups who 
settled in the West in Street of Riches (1957) and Children of My Heart 
(1979). In addition to works that reveal attitudes of Canadians of 
British and French origins, there is a growing body of literature by 
those of other origins, at first by north Europeans, such as Laura Salver- 
son, Martha Ostenso and Frederick Philip Grove, but later by people 
from virtually every group that has settled Canada. Notable novels 
include John Marlyn’s Under the Ribs of Death (1957), about a Hun- 
garian Canadian growing up in Winnipeg on the eve of the Depression, 
Ruby Wiebe’s Peace Shall Destroy Many (1972), about Russian 
Mennonites who settled in Saskatchewan in the 1920s, Mordecai 
Richler’s The Apprenticeship of Duddy Kravitz (1959), set in 
Montréal’s Jewish community, and Joy Kogawa’s Obasan (1981), a 
moving account of the effect of the relocation of Japanese Canadians 
during World War IL.

COMPUTER-BASED SOURCES 


Although no data base specifically con- 
cerned with multiculturalism in Canada 
yet exists, much information is available 
online to researchers with access to a 
microcomputer or terminal and modem, 
or to an institutional mainframe computer. 
Fees and protocols for online search ser- 
vices vary widely; potential users are 
advised to seek the advice of local infor- 
mation specialists (normally to be found at 
universities and national, provincial and 
large city libraries) and of the producer of 
the data base or the search service which 
provides access to the data base.
